For several years, some of us here in Dallas have been setting up a 
display at Restland Cemetery for their annual Memorial Day events. They 
have a large event which includes speeches by congressmen, senators, 
etc. They also had an excellent missing man formation by F-16s and a 
salute fired by howitzers. 


This year, our display included a TCS, TBX, TBY, BC-611s, BC-221, BC-72, 


EE-8s, several jeeps with SCR-610s and Browning M2 HBs along with much 
small stuff. Our theme this year was radios of the Navajo Code 

Talkers. Thus the TBX and TBY. Robert Downs was kind enough to lend me 
his TBX antenna since I have yet to find one. 


The highlight of the event was the operation of the TCS. We had four 
suys of WW-II vintage that operated CW with the TBX. None of them could 
send without sidetone so that started the day with our first problem. 
After thinking about it, we beat the BC-221 against the transmitter 
frequency for sidetone. That led to the second problem - one which kept 
us from making contacts until near the end of the day. 


We would zero beat a station, give them a call and then listen for a 
reply. After an hour-and-a-half of no replies, we finally figured out 
that radiation from the BC-221 was covering up any incoming signals. 
Duh! Radio operating then became a two man operation. One would operate 
the TCS and the other would switch the BC-221 to standby during receive 
periods. Worked fine after that. Our most distant contact was in 
Illinois from Dallas on 30 Meters. Not too bad for a TCS with a 20 foot 
vertical and a short rod driven into the ground! Must have been a lot 
like coast watchers operating in the Pacific during the war. We ran the 
TCS from 12-Volt boat batteries. We got about an hour-and-a-half 
operating out of each battery. Next year, we may feature the coast 
watchers. 


The old timers enjoyed the TCS and the kids enjoyed talking on the EE-8s 
and cranking the TBX generator. I would like to find a cheap hand crank 
generator for use next year as I am not too fond of using a rare item to 
entertain kids! It always surprises us that kids, even teenagers who 
probably have their own cell phone, get such a kick out of talking on 
the EE-8s. There must be some primordial instinct to use a magneto 
phone! 


We also discovered that the sound of CW coming from the TCS speaker got 
a lot of attention. We are contemplating building a solid-state 
amplifier next year so we can amplify the audio from the TCS. That 
should get a lot of interest. 


Several other TCS operators had wanted to contact us. I think that the 
problem with the BC-221 radiation caused us to miss many good contacts. 
I apologize to any of you who tried. We now know a lot more than we did 
before about operating a TCS out in the middle of a field. Next year, I 
promise we will do better. We are working on using a keyer to solve the 
sidetone problem and I will try to post a specific frequency to the 
collector lists before hand. 


Those who participated were Tom Aschenbrenner, Kevin Perry, Mike 
Biddler, Jerry Dehoney, Andy Carruth, and our radio operators Jack Floyd 


W5DXR, Barney Moffatt W5CIJZ, Bob Olney N5NT and Jack McElwain W5SVZ. To 
them I owe the success of the entire operation. Many thanks.

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics *willx result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at:

so they may be uploaded to the archives for email, web, or ftp retrieval.

and use the web interface, which allows searching of previous 
articles and the archived text files.
